And the Rains Came. And how they came! All No¬ 
vember rainfall records were broken during’ the past week 
when 5.28 inches of water fell, bringing the season’s total 
to 6.Sr, in compari.son to .57 of an inch last .season at this 
time. Not since 1900 has there been such a rainfall at 
this time of year. 

street Superintendent Jos. T. 
I Swanson states that this city was 
: very fortunate as but little dam- 
j age was done. Three men were 
I out during the day and two men 
i all Saturday night to keep the 
drain-s and grates open or much 
damage might have resulted. 
Such a rain keeps the men pretty 
busy. 

A small section of the pave¬ 
ment was washed out at the 
south end of Lima near Orange 
Grove and that i.s being repaired. 
A truck parked against the curb 
on Baldwin, .south of Highland, 
threw water into the parkway 
with the result that the soil was 
wa.shed away which took several 
loads of dirt to fill. It was feared 
•some trees would be lost but for¬ 
tunately they held their place un¬ 
til soil could be packed around 
them. 

We have quite a way to go yet 
before filling our quota of water 
as there was a fall of 25 inches 
last season, over 38 inches in 1942 
and over 42 inches in 1940. 

Most of the higher mountain 
areas were covered with snow to 
a depth of more than a foot, 
which caused the closing of some 
roads, such as that to Mt. Wilson 
and portions of Angelus Crest 
highway. "Our Hills” show no 
signs of snow as yet, but the 
higher peaks behind are showing 
their white tops. 

Sierra Madre seems to have 
been better favored, if that is the 
word to use. than many of her 
neighbors having a heavier season 
record than any except Altadena, 
which registered 5.97. Los An¬ 
geles had only 3.79, Pasadena 
4,98. .Sierra Madre leads in ev¬ 
erything, including rain, appar¬ 
ently.

bones of an unidentified person 
on Mt. Wilson Trail about a quar¬ 
ter mile below Orchard Camp, 
and .50 feet above the trail. 

It will be remembered that a 
■skull was found in that vicinity 
some months ago and what was 
thought to be a grave on the 
side of the hill. Digging failed 
to produce anything in the 
“grave" and the coroner’s office 
w'as unable to give an estimate 
of the length of time since the 
death of the person or anything 
except that it was a child, woman 
or small man, as the skull was 
small. 

While looking for a cabin re¬ 
ported near there, the local men 
found a set of false teeth, the 
heel and .sole and upper part of 
a woman’s shoe, two shin bones, 
and two small medicine bottles. 
One was fitted with a cork and 
an effort will be made to ascer¬ 
tain if the bottle contained poison 
and the victim might have been 
a suicide. The things were scat-1 
tered on the hillside and the per- I 
.son was evidently at least 2.50 
feet above the trail and the re¬ 
mains had been washed and scat¬ 
tered down the mountain side. 

On account of the supposed 
grave, no search was made of the J 
hill.side when the skull wa.s founl. j 
The remains have been turned ! 
over to the homicide .squad of the 
.Sheriff’s office. Identity will . 
probably be almost impossible.

Send the Mileage Ration 
Record slip with all applications 
for suDPlementarv gasoline spe¬ 
cial mileage and tires. This is 
a frequent omission but gas can¬ 
not be granted without it. 4-Tf 
.speedometer reading is required; 
be sure to give it. 

All D books (motorcycles and 
scooters) must be renewiKl before 
Nov, 21, as that is the deadline 
for present rations. 

Remember that the board is 
open at the City Hall Wednesday 
afternoons from 2 to 5 to answer 
questions, issue blanks and help 
those who have no transportation.

ANY students came to Oxford 


not so much 
for advanced education as for three years of 
free and happy existence with a minimum 
of study before settling down to the usual monot¬ 
onous drudgery of life, —a plan warmly commend¬ 
ed by Basil de Selincourt. The day of a studious 
undergraduate began with chapel, followed by 
breakfast brought to his room by his “Scout.” Or 
he might be invited to someone else’s room. In¬ 
vitations were generally given to breakfast rather 
than to other meals, —a sensible custom. After 
breakfast the student would read in his room till 
lunch time, unless he wished to attend a lecture 
or pay a visit to his tutor. You generally studied 
under a tutor who would guide you in .vour read¬ 
ing and then require you from time to time to 
write an essay to show your progress. You would 

have the individual attention < ' . '_ 

who, if you were in earnest, would be wrapped up 
in your success. 

In the afternoon you would probably dress in a 
"blazer” with your college arms embroidered on 
the pocket, in flannel “bags" or trousers, and your 
straw hat would have your college colors in the 
ribbon, unless you were a hero in sports, in which 
case you would be a "Blue” and wear a blue rib¬ 
bon round your hat, and in certain quarters be 
considered a verj- great man. Most afternoons 
would be spent in walks, or rowing on the river, 
or joining in sports. After a probable afternoon 
tea with friends, some reading would follow, and 
then dinner. Suppose dinner should be in the 
dining hall at Merton College. The Dons would 
sit at the high table at the end of the great hall, 
the undergraduates being seated at long tables in 
the body of the hall. Grace would be saiJ by a 
don in Latin, and it might be the simple mediaeval 
“Benedictus benedicat.” It was the custom 
among the students that anyone who made a pun 
or a quotation at dinner should be “sconced," that 
is, should be required to order and pay for a 
tankard of ale which would be passed-around the 
table till It was empty. 

I N the colleges there was some discipline. No 
undergraduate was supposed to be out on the 
streets without cap and gown after nine in the 
evening. An official of the university, called a 
proctor, attended by two strong men, called "bull¬ 
dogs” by the students, patrolled the streets on 
certain evenings. A student caught breaking the 
rule would be halted by the proctor, who would 
touch his cap and say: “Your name and college, 
sir?” This he would write in a notebook, and the 
young man would be told to call on the proctor 
next morning at nine to pay a fine of five shil¬ 
lings. 

Instead of commencement, they have in Oxford 
what is called the "Encaenia,” when honorary de¬ 
grees are conferred and prize poems in Latin and 
English are recited and an oration in Latin de¬ 
livered by the university orator. The Encaenia is 
held in the Sheldonian theatre, where tiers of seats 
on the ground floor are filled with visitors, and 
the gallery above with undergraduates. An ex¬ 
traordinary freedom was allowed, the undergrad¬ 
uates, who would assail some newcomer entering 
the theatre with: “Oh, that tie! Take off that 
tie. sirl” and similar embarrassing remarks. 

Honorary degrees were given in 1890 to several 
distin^ished per.sons. including Henrj- M. Stanley, 
the discoverer of Dr. Livingstone in the wilds of 
Africa. When the chancellor shook hands with 
Mr. Stanley an undergraduate repeated gravely 
Stanley’s well-known greeting to Livingstone in 
Africa: "Dr. Livingstone, I presume!” W'hile tTTe 
chancellor was making a complimentary .speech to 
Mr. Stanley in Latin, another young man said 
aloud: “Now, you don’t understand a word of that, 
do you, Mr. Stanley?” The authorities take no 
notice of these irregularities.

wiin tne tempo of the war in 
the Pacific, both on land and sea, 
vastly speeded, it becomes readily 
apparent that weapons and mate¬ 
rials, in ever increasing amounts 
must be kept flowing to the front 
in a constant stream. 

An idea of the efficiency of the 
rocket as a weapon may be gath¬ 
ered from a recent statement of 
Col. John Sezlak, chief of the 
Chicago Ordnance District. “The i 
Army’s new M-12 rocket launcher, 
which gives a soldier in a fox- 
j . . hole the same hitting power as 

4325-pound 105mm Howitzer, 
achieved devastating results 
against the Japanese in island 
fighting in the Pacific,” said the 
officer. "The M-12 launcher 
weighs but 22 pound s—light 
enough to be carried by one man 
—and fires a 4.5-incb rocket, 
weighing 38 pounds,” continued 
the Colonel. Rockets have been 
put to many uses; by ships In 
shore bombardments and by 
planes against submarines, tamks 
and other objectives, both mobile 
and fixed. Having a heavy fire 
power, with but little weight, 
rockets are a special boon to 
planes and small ships and create 
a hitherto unknown havoc on en¬ 
emy defenses and defenders.

J[ days as well as on Sundays some of the most 
beautiful church mu.sic in the world. Boys from 
all parts of the country who have beautiful voices 
are accepted and trained in choir singling, educated 
in choir schools and later in the university. Many 
of the composers of our fine church music were 
so trained. The story is told that a country boy 
was heard singing in the fields, was sent by 
friends to compete for a place in a college choir, 
was accepted, continued his studies in Oxford, 
became a great professor, and the author of a 
learned Constitutional History of England which 
is a text-book and an authority in most univer- 
sitie.s. His name was William Stubbs and he was 
made Bishop of Oxford. 

W HEN I had been three weeks in Oxford I 
was invited to a meeting of students in the 
room of the young Viscount Saint Cyr at 
Merton College, with Percy Dearmer, Phillimore, 
and other students, to hear about a new movement 
called the Christian Social Union. After coffee 
had been passed round and the cigarettes of sev¬ 
eral guests lighted politely with one match, the 
object of the meetings was stated to be: “To 
study in common how to apply the principles of 
Christianity to the social and economic difiiculties 
of the present time.” A discussion was carried on 
by young fellows who have since become famous. 

Those were the days of sweat.'hops, overwork 
and other exploitation, to which most good people 
paid no attention. Religion was supposed to make 
people resigned to their lot. But these young 
men agreed with Charles Kingsley, Canon of West¬ 
minster Abbey, who had recently said that such 
religion was opium for the pieople . This was not 
said first in Russia, but by a dignitary of the 
old Church of England. 

Our meetings were held 53 years ago, as part 
of a humane movement of applied Christianity 
which was then beginning and which now touches 
the hearts of most of us. These young men ap¬ 
plied their principles in the town of Oxford, where 
they had influence, by tactfully making a .survey 
in order to improve conditions where necessary 
among those tradespeople and workers, obsequious, 
bowing and cringing, who depended largely on the 
students for their living. They made a "White 
List” of bu.sines3es which provided humane con¬ 
ditions of hours of work, wages, and fresh air. 
When you wanted a suit of clothes made, you 
might have stood before a tailor’s window and 
noticed the moderate prices, but wondered whether 
the workers, sitting cross-legged on their table, 
were working too many hours, in poor light, and 
foul air, at insufficient wages,—conditions which 
were common at that time. Then you would con¬ 
sult the White List and be glad to find that con¬ 
ditions in his case had been made good, to the 
satisfaction of employer, worker, and the con¬ 
science of the customer. Today, after .50 years, 
all fair-minded people both in England and Amer¬ 
ica can be glad that the workers in their asso¬ 
ciations can take care of themselves, enjoy self- 
respect, and pull their weight in their country's 
affairs. Back in 1890 those Oxford students had 
their way of helping in the pitiful situation of 
those days. To have paid no attention to the 
troubles of those by whose work they benefited 
would have been "hardness of heart.” They could 
not visit Magdalen Chapel and hear the beautiful 
voices of the musical Precentor and the perfect j 
choir singing to the lovely old music of Tallis’ I 
Litany: “From hardness of heart, good Lord, de- I 
liver us,” without doing something about it. 


Plastic Tires 

WTien the war in the Pacific broke out and our 
supply of natural rubber was cut off, a number 
of ideas were advanced about the use of materials 
which might be substituted for it. Aside from 
synthetic nibber, however, virtually all of these 
were intended as little more than makeshifts until 
either synthetic or natural rubber would be freely 
available. 

Now a plastic tire has been developed which 
might eventually make us independent of both 
natural and synthetic rubber, at least for highway 
transportation. 

This new tire has been made to withstand twice 
the heat which natural rubber develops at high 
speeds. If it proves successful it would solve one 
of the big problems of highway carriers since 
S5mthetic tires, although satisfactory for automo¬ 
biles and light trucks, have not held up well on 
heavy duty vehicles. Not being effective in resist¬ 
ing heat, the S3mthetic heavy tires yield only 30 
per cent of the wear obtained from natural rubber. 

This rapid tire wear accounts to a large degree 
for the severe tire shortage now existing in the 
transportation field, and both military and civilian 
circles are worried about it. Trucks are being 
depended upon to carry such enormous quantities 
of war materials in addition to a huge tonnage 
of civilian commodities that any serious break¬ 
down of these carriers due to lack of rubber 
would .seriously hamper the war effort. 

Just how soon plastic tires would be available 
for civilian use, even if the tests prove satisfac¬ 
tory, is uncertain. This new development, how¬ 
ever, gives us a hint of "things to come.”

Will Russia Fight Japan? 

It has been pointed out on many occasions that 
if Russia would attack Japan our problem of 
crushing the Nipponese war machine would be 
greatly simplified. To do this before the fall of 
Germany, however, would require Stalin to weaken 
his pressure against the Reich. So while we might 
gain In one theatre of war, victory in the other 
would be delayed. 

Of course, after the fall of Germany it will be 
a different story. With the western border of 
the Soviet Union free from the Nazi menace, 
Stalin will be able to turn his gaze eastward with¬ 
out constantly looking back over his shoulder. 

But the big que.stion Is: Will Stalin join in the 
war against Japan when Hitler is crushed ? Dip¬ 
lomatic observers say that he will. Among the 
reasons for their prediction are the Russian desire 
to have a strong voice in the Pacific peace settle¬ 
ment and their urge to revenge their defeat in 
the Russo-Japanese war of 1904, when the Japs 
gained the advantage through a "Pearl Harbor” 
attack on the Russiain fleet. 

There are also other factors which are expected 
to lead Moscow into battle with the Tokyo war 
lords. Until the war in the Pacific is finished, 
Russia will not be able to turn her whole attention 
to the task of rebuilding her devastated areas 
because of the need of keeping prepared for the 
possibilitj’ of a Jap attack on eastern Siberia. 
Then, too, Britain and America will not be able 
to manufacture many of the products Russia will 
need in her rebuilding program until the war with 
Nippon is concluded. 

So, from all indications, it is quite likely that 
when Japan collapses Russia will be in on the kill.

COLOR FOR WINTER GAR¬ 
DEN. Red Is decidedly a winter 
color, Is typical of the Christmas 
Season. Can you imagine old 
Santa being dressed in anything 
but red? That is probably why 
Poinsettias and Holly Berries come 
out in flaming color. 

PYRACANTHA ROSEDALE is 
one of the best of the red-berried 
shrubs. The shrub is a mass of 
red berries now and will stay that 
way during the Winter. It can 
be used as a tall shrub in the 
background or trimmed into a 
compact ball or pyramid. It is 
often u.sed as a hedge, either for¬ 
mal or informal, depending upon 
how it is pruned. 

PRUNING. It is imporUnt that 
Fyracantha.s are properly pruned 
to show off the berries. The time 
to prune is after they have blos¬ 
somed in the spring. Then you 
can determine where the berries 
will be and all growth produced 
beyond the blossoms can be cut 
off.. As new growth develops 
through the Summer, keep snip¬ 
ping it off so that when the ber¬ 
ries finally put on their flaming 
Winter color it will be right on 
top where it can be seen. 

DOUBLE POINSETTIAS. The 
newer double Poinsettias are much 
more to be desired than the old- 
fashioned singles. They are larger 
and last longer as they develop 
more and larger "petals” (which 
are really red leaves) as the sea¬ 
son advances. Plant Poinsettias 
in hot, sunny places and give 
them lots of water during the 
summer.

piles that were too dangerous to 
burn while the .surroundings were 
so dry. With the assistance of 
the firemen and men of the For¬ 
est Service, several of these dan¬ 
gerous piles are now eliminated.
